Bethlehem,  Pa.,  U.S.A.  and  The  Ettwein  Family. 

1741  to  1955 

The  first  “white  settlers  in  Bethlehem,  Pa*, 
arrived  in  1730* 

The  first  American  Home  for  the  Moravians 
was  established  in  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  in  1742. 
Bethlehem,  like  Philadelphia,  has  the  oldest 
and  most  historical  tradition  of  any  city 
in  Pennsylvania . 

The  town  of  Bethlehem,  Pa.,  was  founded  and 
named  on  Christmas  Eve,  1741,  by  the 
Moravians  and  their  leader  Cout  Zinzendorf. 
This  took  place  in  the  first  house  of 
Bethlehem. 

This  house  was  built  of  logs  and  mud  and  it 
was  in  this  house  that  Count  Zinzendorf 
held  the  first  Christmas  Eve  Services  from 
whence  Bethlehem  was  named. 

The  Hotel  Bethlehem  now  stands  where  the 
first  house  stood  on  Main  Street  in 
Bethlehem,  Pa.

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5.  THE  'ETTWEIN  FAMILY 

John  Ettwein  and  his  wife  Johannetta  Maria 
Kymbel  Ettwein  came  to  America  from  Germany 
as  Missionaries  for  the  Moravian  Church, 
settling  and  making  their  home  in  Bethlehem 
Pennsylvania.  They  were  the  first  Ettwein 
family  to  settle  in  the  U.  S.  A. 

John  Ettwein  was  born  of  French  Hugenot 
stock.  His  great  grandfather,  Jean  Edwin, 
fled  from  Savoy,  France,  from  religious 
persecution,  finding  refuge  at  St#  Georgen 

in  the  Black  Forest,  Germany. 

John  Ettwein’s  maternal  grandparents  had 
been  Protestant  exiles  from  Karnthen,  in 
Austria.

In  1749  a  daughter  was  born  to  them  and 
was  left  to  be  brought  up  in  Moravian 

Institutions  in  Lindheim,  Germany. 

John  Ettwein  and  his  wife,  Johannetta, 
accompanied  Countess  Zinzendorf  to 
London  in  1749. 

The  church  placed  them  in  charge  of  work 
among  children  and  many  happy  years 
followed. 

A  son,  Christian,  was  born  to  them  in 
Fetter lane,  London,  England.  John  Ettwein 
was  to  learn  later  that  his  stay  in  Lon¬ 
don  and  mastering  the  English  language 
would  mean  so  much  to  him  in  his  work  in 
America# 
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THE  ETTWEIN  F/MILY 


On  April  20th,  1754,  The  Ettweins  came  to 
America,  settling  in  Bethlehem,  Pennsylvania* 
From  then  on  his  work  started  with  the 
children  in  and  around  Bethlehem*  Later  he 
became  known  as  "The  Traveling  Pilgrim  of 

the  Gospel* •  He  traveled  most  of  the 
thirteen  Colonies  on  horseback,  many  times 
his  wife  traveling  with  him*  Ettwein 
traveled  some  20,000  miles  and  was  well 
known  to  everyone  along  the  paths  of 
travel*  He  was  known  to  be  a  man-honest- 
realistic  and  had  plenty  of  courage  in  the 
service  of  his  Lord  and  The  Church*  He 
took  a  very  active  part  in  our  government 
during  the  trying  and  stormy  days  of  the 
Revolution*  He  acted  as  Chaplain  to  the 
sick  and  wounded  in  the  Military  Hospital 
in  Bethlehem.  General  Washington  stopped 
at  the  Sun  Inn  when  on  his  way  through 
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Bethlehem  to  Long  Island.  He  visited 
•with  Bishop  Ettwein  and  attended  services 
with  the  Bishop  at  the  Moravian  Church. 
Later  V/hen  leaving  Bethlehem,  Ettwein 
rode  part  way  with  the  General  on  horse¬ 
back  through  the  woods  on  route  from 
Bethlehem  to  Easton.  The  path  taken  by 
them  is  now  know  as  Ettwein  Street  in

Years  later,  upon  her  arrival 
in  America  she  learned  of  her  mother’s 
death.  (She  had  never  seen  her  mother.)  She 
became  mistress  of  her  father’s  family  and 
oared  for  him  during  his  illness  until  his 
death.  Her  remaining  years  were  spent  in 
the  Sister’s  House,  Bethlehem,  Pa.

DRIED  SWEET  APPLE  SLICES  AND  DUMPLINGS 

Three  (3)  lbs  of  ham 
One  (l)  Qt.  of  dried  apples 
Two  (2)  tablespoons  brown  sugar 
Two  (2)  cups  of  flour 


FOR  THE  DUMPLIETGS 

Four  (4)  teaspoons  baking  powder 
l/4  teaspoon  pepper 
1  egg  well  beaten 
1  teaspoon  salt 

Milk  enough  to  make  a  fairly  moist 
stiff  batter* 

Cover  apples  with  water  and  let 
stand  overnight*  In  the  morning 
cover  the  ham  with  cold  water  and 
boil  for  three  (3)  hours*  Add  the 
apples  and  the  water  thev  were
